WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—Blaine will 
accept the Republican nomination if tend- 
ered to him. The authority for this state - 
ment is Representative. Milliken of Maine, 
one of Mr. Blaine’s warmest friends, Mr. 
Milliken also says that Mr. Blaine will write 
no more letters relative to the Presidency. 
The Blaine excitement is not so. pronounced 
to-day. This is only due to the firm convic- 
tion that Blaine will de nominated and there 
is no necessity to waste further enthusiasm. 
The ant!i-Harrison men discuss the matter as 
if it was a foregone conclusion. The leaders 
ofthe Blaine movement claim to have in 
their possession letters from fully 700 of the 
900 delegates which pledge the writers to vote 
for Blaine. There is little cause to wonder at 
the confidence of such as are | 
fortunate enough to be on the inside 
of the Blaine movement. This leaves 200 
for Harrison, and Secretary Eins takes 
comfort for this in the belief: that the 200 
will prevent an unanimous nomination for 
Blaine, who is understood to stand 
ready to refuse anything but an unanimous 
nomination. But, asja member of the Na- 
tional Committee told Elkins, there 
would not be enough of the 200 left to count 
when the enthusiasm born of 700 votes 
for Blaine had reached and swept over

PROPOSED OVERTURES SENT DOWN TO 
PRESBYTERIES. 


No Further Consideration of the Confes- 
sion Of Faith at Portland United Pres- 


byterians at Pittsburg—Colored T. M. d. 
A.—The Hot Springs Mesting~Change 


in Bishops. 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 28.—At last evening’s 
session of the Presbyterian General Assembly 
only one speech was made during the first 
half hour On revision of the confession of 
faith itself. The others related to a constitu- 
tional objection which would shelve the re- 
vision for still another year. The statement 
was made that the rule now go0v- 
erning changes in the constitu- 
tion of the church makes the old 
committee illegal on account of the method 
of its composition. The law says that not 
More than the members of a single synod 
shall be members of the committee which 
proposes the amendment. An hour and a 
quarter was lost in this discussion ofa resolu- 
tion which was then overwhelmingly laid on 
the table. 

Under the operation of the previous ques- 


tion and without further discussion the re-. 


—. and recommendations of the Revision 
mmittee were adopted and twenty-nine 
overtures therein proposed were ordered 
sent down to the Presbyteries for their 
action. This ends the question so far as the 
assembly of 1892 is concerned. 

Dr. Halladay of Brooklyn led the devotion- 
al exercises to-day. The appellants and ap- 
— in the Briggs case were promptly on 

and. Discussion upon the adoption of the 
minutes called forth a deep-seated objection 
tothe action takenon the revision at the 
night session of yesterday. Notice was given 
rotest against 
that action would be entered. The supple- 
mentary reportofthe Committee on Theo- 
logical Seminaries as presented, recom- 
mended that special care be taken that 
students be directed to attend such schools 
as are under the supervision of the General 
Assembly and that a similar restriction be 

laced upon the Board of Education in mak- 
hg appropriations to such students, 

With reyard to the Union Seminary, the 
former resolutions were brought back, which 
had been previously introduced almost 
without change. The seminary is declared 
to have failed to comply with its obligations. 
The chair of biblical theology, occupied by 
Mr. Briggs,is de jure vacant. A second reso- 
lution introduced declares that the seminary 
is living in deflance of the veto of the transfer 
of Dr. Briggs, and insists upon the main. 
tenance of the compactness. 

The report goes on to recommend that the 
assembly state that it is constrained to insist 
upon its interpretation as given in Detroit. 
It is also recommended that the assembly de- 
clare that it cannot assent to the prayer of 
the directors of the Union Seminary allowing 
the relations of the seminary to the assembly 
to be severed. Itis then recommended that 
the status quo be recognized so far as the 
difference of opinion upon the interpretation 
of the compact, and that the matter be given 
to a committee of five selected by each oer 
who shall select the other five; that this 
committee of fifteen be sucha committee of 
arbitration. 

The minority report which was entered 
was identical with an earlier report looaing 
to the peaceful withdrawal of Union Semin- 
ary and the formation of a new compact. 
The further consideration of the matter was 
deferred until 10 o’clock Monday, or until the 
close of July trial case now before the as- 
sembly. The hearing of Briggs on appeal was 
then resumed.

Advices from London state that the 
Count de Paris has recently submitted to 
@ severe surgical operation, in the hope 
thereby of obtaining relief from a serious 
internal disorder, the nature of which is 
not specified. Such operations on a man 
of his age (54) are always more or less dan-

gerous, as well as uncertain in their reme- 


dial results; so it is quite possible, if not 
probable, that the Count de Paris may 
speedily disappear from the political stage 
on which he is a prominent figure. 


Such disappearance, however, would 


not be, in the present position of French 
affairs, of much political consequence. 
Any influence the Count may have had in 
these affairs was effectually destroyed by 
his alliance with BouLANGER for the de- 
struction of the Republic. When Bov- 
LANGER collapsed his partner collapsed 
with him, and since then has counted for 
no more in France than last year’s al- 
manac. 

Should the Count de Paris die, the 
Legitimist and Orleanist title to the French 
throne (united in him since the death of 
the Count DE CHAMBORD in 1883) will pass 
to his only son, the Duke of Orleans, a 
young man of 23, whose character has 
lately been shown up in English courts 
through an intrigue with an opera singer. 
There is good feason to believe that his 
morals are no weaker than his brains, and 
that in the event of his succession to the 
royal title, he would be of even less 
political weight than his father, who is, at 
least, a respectable gentleman, Should 
the Duke of Orleans die without legiti- 
mate male issue, the Legitimist and 
Orleanist cause would die with him; and 
the only monarchical claimants the Repub- 
lic would have to watch would be the 
BoNAPARTES—not one of whom, 80 far as 
heard from, has anything of NAPOLZ#ON in 
him except the name. 


THE MAYOR’S RESPONSIBILITY. | 


Mayor NOONAN cannot crawl out of the 
responsibility for ‘rascality perpetrated 
through his office in the matter of fine- 
grabbing by means of dishonest remission 
and the abuse of the pardoning power re- 
vealed in the Grand-jury investigation by 
shifting the blame to his subordinates. 
His babyish plea that he cannot attend to 
the details, and that the powers of his 
office are misused by his assistants for 
vicious purposes, cannot be accepted as a 
vindication of his official conduct. 

The Mayor is responsible for the acts of 
the subordinates in his office. He is un- 
hampered in the selection of them. He 
has the privilege of appointing whom he 


+ chooses without reference to any other au- 


thority. He can dismiss them at his pleas- 
ure. He alone is answerable for the acts 
of his administration. If he intrusts the 
detail work of his office and his official 
stamp to an untrustworthy assistant he 
must bear the consequences. He is the 
manto whom the people look and must 
hold to accountability. 

The mayoral office would be a farce if the 
holder of it could sneak under the coat tail 
of an unworthy subordinate whenever 
charged with misconduct. A case might 
arise in which the deception of the Mayor 
as to the true character of a subordinate 
should be accepted as a plea in‘abatement of 
his personal condemnation, but the Noonan 
case is not of that kind. He knows the 
character of the man he intrusts with his 
powers. The situation in his office and 
the abuse of those powers are notorious. 
They area stench in the nostrils of the 
people. 

Nothing has been brought out in this 
investigation that has not appeared in the 
PosTt-DispatcH. The Mayor knew that, 
although frequently incapacitated from 
performing the duties of his office, the man 
who performed them abused his privilege 
in the most disgraceful manner. He has, 
despite the public scandal attach- 
ing to these abuses, retained himin his 
office and thereby added the indorsement 
of to the responsibility for his acts. 

The Mayor’s confession of the miscon- 
duct of his subordinates, linked with his 
retention of such untrustworthy sub- 
ordinates, emphasizes his unfitness for the 
office. The people of St. Louis cannot ex- 
pect to have a decent administration of the 
Mayoralty until they get a Mayor who can 
attend to the details of the office or will 
intrust them to only honest and decent 
subordinates.

Death and Destruction Wrought by 
a Kansas Cyclone. 


Over Twenty People Killed and Seventy 
Injured. 


THE CITY OF WELLINGTOW A STORM- 
TOSSED WRECK. 


While Bome Were Dancing and Others at 

Prayers the Wind Cloud Swept Down 

- Upon Them—All Night Long the Cries 

of the Wounded Went Up From the 

Ruined Homes—Fire Adds Ite Horrors 
~—Killed and Injured. 


WELLINGTON, Kan., May 2.—Death anda 
disaster has laid a heavy hand on this city. 
What was once a compactly built and flour- 

ishing little city of 10,000 inhabitants is now a 

heap ofruins and a place of mourning. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock last night a cyclone 
struck the place. The storm came unan- 
nounced and left a path of ruin and between 
twenty-fveand thirty dead. Many bodies 
were recovered last night in the darkness 
and to-day the work is going on. 

The most appalling scene was that at the 
Phillips House, where a ball was in progress 
when the cyclone burst. Tne dancers were 
given little opportunity to escape from the 
toppling structure. As the building began 
swaying in the terrific gale, the people in the 
crowded ball-room madea frantic rush for 
the doors. The stairways and halis were 
immediately filled by the crazed men and 
women, who tore at each otherinthelr mad 
rush for the open air. 

With the crash of the walls about and over 
them, there arose a great wail of despair 
from the imprisoned and doomed multitude. 
As the timbers crushed down upon the 
struggling merry-makers their cries were 
throttied by the weight of the mass of tim- 
bers above them. Then came the silence of 
death and insensibility, only to be followed a 
moment later, by the shrill blasts of the tem - 
pest as it rushed on to other destructive 
work, andthe agonized shrieks of the in- 
jured or dying who were pinned down in the 
mass Of of debris. Those who escaped from 
the building began immediately the work of 
rescue. Some of those who fied from the 
building had left wives and sweethearts, 
husbands or brothers behind. These they 
sought in the pile of bricks and timbers. As 
fast as the bodies were taken out they were 
surrounded by a crowdof anxious people who 
vainly tried to identify the mangled remains. 

KILLED AT PRAYER. 

A meeting of the Salvation Army was in 
progress in a hall near the Robinson bDiock. 
The falling walls of this building crushed the 
hall and it is known that two were killed. It 
is probable when the wreck has been cleared 
away it will be found that many more per- 
ished. It was past time forthe army to ad- 
journ, but the storm kept the meeting in. 
One of the members was engaged in prayer 


Before any of the soldiers could rise from 
their knees the walls ofthe building gave way 
with a crash. How any of them escaped alive 
isa marvel. Of the seven persons in the resi- 
dence of Squire Smith the whole number may 
be added to the list of the dead. Walter For- 
sythe, one of those rescued from the debris, 
has died. 

The scene about the temporary hospital 
was one such as if rarely witnessed except 
upon a battlefield. The floor was saturated 
with blood which ‘gushed from the many 
wounds of the many persons who were taken 
there as soon as they could be extricated 
from the wrecked bulidings. There was lit- 
tle effort at order. Everyone was too excited 
for that. The injured were carried in and 
placed in the first vacant place that could be 
found upon the floor. Then the rescuers hur- 
ried away to renew their efforts in behalf of 
those still in the ruins. 

All the physicians in town hastened to the 
spot, but there were not enough to attend to 
all the calls upon them, They in no case 
could afford more than temporary relief. 
Not a wound could be dressed beyond the im- 
mediate requirements of the case. In some 
instances limbs were amputated in the hur- 
ried manner that was common in field dos 
pitals thirty years ago. Scalp wounds and 
lacerations were left to be attended to by 
volunteers, for the surgeons had their hands 
full relieving the more seriously hurt, 

The groansand cries that went up from 
that building were terrifiC. An attempt was 
made to keep the hali clear of all but the 
rescuers, surgeons, their assistants and mes- 
sengers. This added to the agony for in a 
short time after the catastrophe occurred the 
streets were crowded with ple searchin 
for friends and relatives. Everyone want 
to go into the hospital and with difficuity 
they were prevented from crowding in upon 
the surgeons and sufferers. 

The town had a number of large grain 
elevators and quite a stock yard. It is on the 
Cherokee trail and adjacent to good farming 
country. The business portion of the city is 
unusually compact, and good food for the 
cycione and subsequent fire.

We 
should have the courage to either openly ab- 
jure the doctrines of free trade and try what 
we can achieve by a retaliatory policy,or else 
adopt a manly course by returning to the 
policy of free trade in its integrity, as acted 
upon from 1846 to 1860, namely, duties for rev- 
enue purposes only. : 

In the House of Lords yesterday Lord Dun - 
raven moved for a copy of the motion agreed 
to by the Canadian Parliament on April , 
regarding preferential trade with thé United 
Kingdom. He said he considered the 
as a distinct proposal for reciprocity with 
every part of the Empire. This was the first 
time, he added, that sucha ge ae 
advanced by a self-governin a 
practical che . He W. the 
suggestion be attentively 
received by Britain. Lord 
Salisbury had made a very practical sugges- 
tion at the beginning of the session, when he 
proposed that the colonies should be invited 
to confer with the Home Government on the 
subject. The resolution was an expresBion 
of Canada’s readiness to give Great Britain 
preference in her markets, if Great Britain 
gave her equal preference in hers. It was 
perfectly obvious that the preference Canada 
suggested would be of enormous advantage 
to Great Britain. It would greatly increase 
the latter’s export trade with Canada and 
would expand her manufacturing industries. 
But as Great Britain levied no duties on food 
imports it would be necessary to place an ad 
valorem duty upon them, purchasing a re- 
Guction of the duty imposed on British manu- 
factured goods by Canada by imposing a 
lower duty on Canadian raw food products 
imported into Great Britain than that levied 
on gimilar imports from other countries. 
A auty on food products would 
only lacrease the price of a 
loaf a farthing, and would give an immense 
impetus to corn-growing in the British Em- 
pire. The French duty on imported wheat 
had not increased the price of Dread in 

. He dia not believe that the adoption 
of proposal would lead to any sacrifice of 
other British commercial interests, Such a 
measure, he held, was necessary to avert the 
disintegration of the Empire, which 
trade was gradually producing. 

DIFFICULTIES OF RECIPROCITY. 

Lord Balfour, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Board of Trade, replied that the matter 
was of the greatest importance to the House 
of Lords and to the country. The Govern- 
ment agreed to accept Lord Dunraven’s mo- 
tion, because it was obvious that Parliament 
should know officially what specific resolu- 
tion Canada had come to, but he hoped it was 
clearly understood that he did not agree with 
Lord Dunraven’s arguments of the policy 
foreshadowed in Canada’s resolution. What 
he desired to emphasize was that it was for 
Parliament and the country to judge for 
themselves how far the method suggested 
would benefit Great Britain and Oan- 
ada. He himself believed that an attempt 
to adopt such a policy would lead 
the country into great difficulties. It would 
be impossible for Great Britain to free her- 
self of her foreign engagements without los- 
ing advantages of great value to her. If she 
attempted to give Canada preference on cer- 
tain articles it must involve her in a policy of 
protection. This would be very disadvanta- 
geous to Great Britain. He did not mean 

rotection of her own agricultural interests, 

t protection to the products of Canada. 
He dia not agree with Lord Dunraven in his 
contention thatthe imposition of an import 
not raise the price of the com- 
modity. Britain’s foreign engaze- 
ments, he held, were of greater value to her 
than anything that could be hoped for by 
adopting the policy indicated.
